The method according to Claim 4 comprising treatment of a disorder selected 
from Parkinson's disease, Huntington's disease, Tourette's syndrome, or neurodegenerative 
disorders in which there is loss of cholinergic synapses. 

The method according to Claim 4 comprising treatment of a disorder selected 
from jetlag, nicotine addiction, craving, pain, and for ulcerative colitis, which comprises 
administering a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of the invention. 

10. (withdrawn.) The method according to Claim 4 comprising administering an amount of 
a compound sufficient to facilitate cessation of smoking.

ether, toluene, heptane, or benzene at a temperature between -20 -C and the boiling point of 
the solvent;
